TOPOGRAFHY, 


The Rural District comprises the three Parishes of Vaynor, 
Penderyn and Ystradfelltc, in the County of Brecon, The 
Parish of Ystradfellte, which had been administered by the 
Neath Rural District Council, was added to this Rural Authority 
by @ Review Order of April lst., 1934. 
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The three Parishes comprised in this Rurcl District 
are of considerable extent. The total area being 39,271 
acres, or over 61 square miles, with an average length of 
6 miles and 4 width of about 12 miles, They &re situated 
on the Southern Boundary of the County of Brecon, “nd adjoin 
the districts of Neath, Aberdare ani Merthyr Tydfil, in the 
County of Gl@morgen. They fom four valleys in tho foothills 
of the South escirpment of the Brecknockshire Beacons, with 
high table-Lands between, 


THE PARISH OF VAYNOR comprises two valleys running 
northwards towards two spurs of the Brecknock Befcons, ond 
the PARISH OF PENDERYN consists of high toble-Lend adjoining 
and energing towards the some mountainous “ren, These Rural 
Parishes “re only separeted by the norrow strems clronady 
mentioned from the County of Glamorgan, and the important 
populous Urban Districts of Aberdare ond Merthyr Tydfil on tho 
South, The PARISH OF YSTRADHMLLTE presonts similar physiccl 
features extending from the rugged Van Mountains to the north, 
covering ® rough hilly table-Land intersectod by two very norrow 
velleys converging towards “n apex “t Pontnesthvoughon, 


ELEVATION. 


The district, %s © whole, is at 4 great elevation above 
sea level, varying from 263 feet to no less than 2,250 fect; 
it will be realised thet the nearly 40,000 acres contrined in 
the ®res includes a considerable ammount of sparsely inhcbited 
mountain ifnd, In tho parish of Vaynor, the lovels extend 
fran 645 feet near Cefn Bridge to 1,612 feet at Twyn-y-Croes 
on the mountain above Cwm Gisis. Penderyn P-rish presents 
levels varying fran 588 feet at Cynon Bridge, Hirwon, to 
1,376 feet at the top of Twyn, Cadlen, while tho Parish of 
Ystradfellte contains such extreme vorictions of level as 
263 feet nt the Bridge at Pontneathveughan, and 2,250 foet 
near the top of Fon Fawr, which is portly in the Parish,

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In tho Parish of Ponteryn, 
Hirweun is suppliod by the mains of tho Aberdare Urban 
District Council. «At Pondoryn, the wotor is pumpod fron 
tho Cadlan end Oppf Fawr rogions, This supply is 
chlorinatod ot the Cedlan pump-house by moans of a sai- 
mtonatic apparntus instelled in 1944, 


During tho yoar 1951, an 
alternative supply from tho Llyged Cynon Borcholo wes 
connected up to tho cxisting mfins at Pondoryn, thus 
onsuring ® cloan and vholosono supply of wetor curing | 
periods of drought. 


Fontnoathvau;shan, in the 
parish of Ystradfollto, is supplicd by the mains of the 
Neath Rural District Council. Unfortunatoly howovor, 
the upper portion of tho Parish, which includes tho snall 
hemlot of Ystradfolltc, ® School, and sono 45 scattorod 
foams, has no main piped water supply. A schmo has now 
boen proparcd to provide subsidiary mains connected to 
the oxisting Neath Rural District Council's mains, which 
will provido 4 suitéble and satisfactory supply to tho fams 
and housos in tho Ystradfcollte aroa, An cxtension of the 
Noath main will also be provided in tho Colbron district 
of our aroa, 


It is ossontial that 4 pipod 
supply be brought into those “rots, to onsuro, that a vhole- 
sone supply of wetor bo Aavaileblo to milk producing fi.ms, 
as woll as to fam-—housos and cottages, In the past yoor 
sone throe femmes have boon connected to thoso mains, 


During the yotr samples of 
water wore takon for bactoriological and chonicel oxmination 
fron Council nains and also from fams. 


DRAINAGE AND SEWAGE DISTOS&L 
WORKS. Tho Council has provided cfficiont drainage and 
sowago disposal works for the wholo of the “rca with tho 
excoption of the mall hamilct of Ystradfcllte.

4% the presont timo rcefuso is bcoin;; tipped in the old quarry 

at Cilstnws, Cofn Cood, and the tip is being built up to 
confom with tho slopo of tho mountein, Caro is boing takon 
to ensuro that tho rofusco doposited docs not bocmo © brocding 
pinco fer vemin, Tho surface of tho tip is dressed ro;ularly.

Milk and Dairics Rogulations, 1949, The Locel Authority, thoro- 
fore, havo no control over the inspection of these pranisos, othor 
than uncor the Infoctious Discoases Regulations ond tho Tubereculcsis 
cts. The Locel Authority is, howover, responsiblo in dealing 
with tho wetor supply to tho fams an’, in this connection, tho 
County Agricultural Executive Committee h2s co-operated in 
endeavouring to supply & piped wter supply to tho fams, 


MIIK SGQMPLING. Tho mil produced 
in the aroé is mainly collectod and transported to milk fe.ctorics 
whoro it is pastourisod, This milk is tcsted enc oxminced on 
arrival at tho fectorios by tho Laboretorios attachoc. 


During the yoar ci-ht smplos 
woro takon from roteilors anc procuccrs for bi-ctoriolosical 
oxminetion and kocping qualitios, i411 of tho samples takon 
proved to bo satisfactory. 
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It is to be hoped that with tho 
provisions of the Milk & Deirics Rogilations, 1949, being 
enforced, that the standard of the nilk supply will be roisod 
to &n oven higher lovol,. 


LREVENTION OF DAMAGE BY TESTS 
ACT, 1949, Under this Act, the Local Authority is responsiblo 
for tho survey of the whole arce in rolation to infestation by 
rats and mice, Thoso dutics include tho inspoction om! survey 
of fam lands and sgricultural undortfékings. It is to bo notod 
that in rolation to tho actual work on azricultursl holdings, 
that tho cis-infostation is carricd out by tho cst Control 
Dopartmont of the County Agricultural Exocutive Committoo,. 
It is an obligation on tho part of occupiors of lands to notify 
the Local Authority of the prosonce of vomin, This is on 
unwieldy procoduro end, to ny mind, could be simplified by 
giving the Local 4uthority tho powor to dotl with ocricultural 
land in tho same m@nnor as they doal with othor public and 
private proportios within tho aroa, 


Tho work of survoyin;; end inspocting 
tho district has boon carriod out, under the suporwision anc 
direction of tho Sanitary Inspector. <A full—tino Rodont Opcrator 
is aiployed in tho Sanitary Inspoctor's Department end ho is, 
at cortain timos of tho yotr, assisted by tamporary aployoos, 


Tho sowor systons in tho Local 
authority's aro® havo, in accordance with thc provisions mado 
by tho Ministry of Agriculturo and Fishorics, boon troatod twico 
during the yoar. Those maintenance trentnonts havo boon carricd out 
out in conjunction with surface proportics, 


This areca, boing of © mral eharector, 
has nocessitated a closo witch boing kopt on infestation of river 
banks and culvorts noor villagos., The rofuso tips in th «aro? 
have boon doalt with at ropulor intcrvals ond “ro inspoctod wockly 
. t provont any infost@tion ocemrring or rcmaining on those lands, 
This work, on refuso tips, is «lso maintained in tho rosion of the 
Sowtze Disposal Viorks, where no major infostetions havo beon found 
during the past yoor, 


During tho yoar, special attcntion 
has boon paid to praises whore food is storod or propared for 
hunan consumption. Thosco pratisos arc visitod romlarly, and it 
is ploasin; to noto that fow complaints are rocoived, or oviconco 
found, of infostation in such pramises. Tho occupiors of thoso 
pratisos aro awnro of tho danago likely to bo caused by rodent 
infestation and have taken gromt ciro to koop their praises in 
a satisfactory nonnor,
